worker must have contributed 1 
per cent of his salary monthly to 
the government since Jan. 1, 1937. 


Jobs Not Covered 


But the jobs not covered by the 


law include agriculture, domestic 
sen-ants., federal, state or local 
government service, and religious.

The sugges- 
tion makes excellent .sense, and 
to review accounts of the event 
only strengthens its logic. 


Perhaps the best evidence of 


fakcry is in the "scene of the 
crime", as revealed by a na/.i 
photograph. The room where the 
bomb 
exploded 
is 
demolished. 


Beams hang 
from 
the 
blasted 


ceiling, furniture is blown to bits, 
windows are out, doors off their 
hinges, tt is inconceivable, in this 
setting of utter destruction where 
others were killed and wounded, 
that Hitler should have suffered 
only minor bruises and burns, and 
maybe a compound multiple frac- 
ture of the seat of his pants. 


And where was Hitler's body- 


guard? 
(There's nothing phony 


about that, ..*: least.) 
Did the al- 


leged bomber, Col. Count Klaus 
von Stauffenberg, sncalc' by the 
Gestapo, remove papers from his 
bomb-loaded briefcase, then cas- 
ually put it in such an unlikely 
spot as under Hitler's desk? Did 
he then leave with no fear that 
someone -would come running and 
shouting, "Hoy.

guards iji"Berlin. And if the'Ges- 
tapo was-caught flat-footed, as 
we are supposed to believe, how 
did they happen to head first for 
long-retired 
General 
Beck> 
and 


kill him within 10 hours 7^

X DWIGHT EISENHOWER,

miration at the stately structures 
standing like citadels on the rock- 
bound hills overlooking the gran- 
deur of the Hudson Kivcr. The 
boy from the plains had come to 
the highlands. 


Five feet 
11, weighing 170 


pounds. 20 years and eight months 
of age. he was entering the great- 
est institution of its kind in the 
world, the United States Military 
Academy. 


West Point, like Ike himself, 


was in a state of transition. It was 
preparing for the future. The mag- 
nificent cadet chapel was bcm? 
erected, an outstanding example 
of modern Gothic architecture. 
A huge new gymnasium, where 
Ike was to make a notable record, 
was under construction. The larg- 
est riding hall in the world was 
being built from granite quarried 
,on the reservation; here Ike. horse- 


imposing beauty, he walked into 
thc administration building.

'"THE appraisal of a cadet begins 
• • with the moment of his rude 
plunge into thc West Point system. 
Nature had saved a blast of rec- 
ord-breaking heat to welcome Ike 
when he arrived at U'est Point in 
1911.
